“The Germans are still a long way 
from having euperior numbers on 
this front, but the relative strength 
of the forces is already so altered 
that t is doubtful whether the Al- 
lied commanders would feel justi- 
fied in undertaking offensive opera 
tions on a large scale. The enemy's 
constantly-improving numerical pe- 
sition will, on the other hand, lead 
inevitably to offensive operations by 
the Germans, but I see no reason to 
believe that he will be able to in- 
flict anything like such losses on us

“Owing to our work of the past 
year, we are in excellent defensive 
position, holding practically all the 
bigh ground.

HALT AUSTRIAN ATTEMPT 


. TO CROSS

Ten Vessels Loaded with Enemy Troops 


are Forced Back by Italians.

OME, Jan. 2.—Another attempt 

to cross the Piave River has 

been defeated by the Italians, 
the War Office announces. Half a 
score of vessels loaded with enemy 
troops were dispersed at Intesta- 
dura when the crossing was attempt- 
ed. British patrols have been active 
in attacking hostile advanced posts 
with considerable sué@ess. The text 
of the statement reads: 

“The usual artillery actions took 
place. Itallan and English batteries 
exploded two enemy munition de- 
pots at Fontigo and south of .Cone- 
glianc. English patrols attacked 
enemy advanced posts, inflicting 
losses and capturing prisoners. 

“About ten ven loaded with 
troops, which attempted to approach 
the right bank of the Piave at \Intes- 
tadura, were repulsed by our fire.

AUSTRIANS WITHDRAW.

walked into the jewelry store of the 
E. A. George Company, at No. 611 
South Spring street, handed a 
crudely penciled postcard to Fred- 
erick Marney, the cierk, on which 
was written, “Be careful, as I have 
you covered with two automatics,” 
and tried to force Marney to open 
the large safe in the back part of 
the store. 

The daring attempt, though per- 
fectly planned and executed, failed 
when two men, who chanced to be 
on the little balcony in the front 
part of the store at the time, gave 
the clerk the chance to escape and 
give the alarm. The bold hold-up 
was brought to a dramatic climax 
when the. bandit, trapped and 
brought to bay, shot Patrolman 
Arlington R. Hubbard as he entered 
the store, and in turn probably was 
fatally shot by the officer. 

In less than three hours after the 
attempted robbery the bandit was 
positively identified as the man who, | 
on the afternoon of December 27, 
held up County Motorcycle’ Officer 
Blaylock and escaped from him 
after Blaylock placed him under 
arrest for speeding, one-half a mile 
south of the city limits, on Main 
street, and then, at the point of the 
gun, after locking the officer in a 
garage at Bighty-eixth and Main 
streets, forced the garage proprietor 
to drive him to Ninth gnd Main 
atreets, where he lived. 

The hold-up occurred shortly be- 
fore 7 o'clock, a few minutes before 
the store was to be closed. The 
bandit, who later told the police his 
name is BE. R. Woll, 31 years old, of 
La Crosse. Wis. walked in quietly 
and approached the clerk at the far 
end of the store. Jewelry and stones 
valued at nearly $20,000, according 
to the officiais of the company, were 
in the safe at the time. 

Woll probably would have suc- 
ceeded in obtaining a large amount 
of loot had it not been for the two 
men in the store alcove. 

L. B.. Vent of No. 426 North Mich- 
igan avenue, Pastidena, an employee 
of the place, and H. Finerman, a 
jeweler living at No. 333 South Grand 
avenue, were the men who indi- 
rectly were responsible for the cap- 
ture of the bandit. 

Mr. Finerman had just called on 
Vent to receive some articles of 
jewelry left for repa and wae in 
conversation with Vent when 
their attention was attracted by the 
footsteps of the bandit, and the - 
lenee that followed his entrance. 
They glanced over their shoulders 
into the store below, and immediate- 
ly shed up the situation. 

The bandit, hie hands in his pock- 
ets, and the clerk were in front of 
the safe while the two men in the 
little balcony began an attempt at 
sending in a burglar alarm.

“] will not.“ Mr. Finerman shout- 
ed back, at the same time taking a 
Step nearer the window. Tou come 
here and get me.” 

Without a moment's hesitation the 
bandit started for the steps. But he 
aid not progress far. “I'll break the 
window if you do,“ Finerman yelled 
and seized a small mallet. By this 
time the bandit was half way up 
pre stairway. 

Seeing his opportunity to escape, 
Marney dashed out into the street, 
yelling for help. Patrolmen Arling- 
ton R. Hubbard, who lives at No. 
824 West Fifty-fifth street, rushed 
toward Marney, with Patrolman H. 
E. Miller, who was in plain ciothes 
at the time, cipse behind. 

Woll, both guns in his pockets, 
paused on the stsirway. He took 
one glance at Finerman, mallet in 
hand, and then leaped to the middle 
of the store and faced the door. 

REVOLVER DUEL. 

Just then Patrolman Hubbard 
came into view. 

“Here I am.” Woll called out 
composediy. “You've got me, now 
come and get me, if you please!” 

Hardly had the words left his lips 
when there were two sharp reports 
from the bandit's guns in quick suc- 
cession. One bullet went wild and 
lodged in a wall. The other one, by 
a freak of fate, found its mark in 
a small pocket street-car guide 
whith Hubbard carried with him 
last Wight. It glanced off the m- 
tle béok, passed through the lining 
of the coat, plowed ite way through 
the outside layer of flesh in the offi- 
cer’s side and lodged in the left 
arm, breaking the large bone. 

Hubbard shot almost at the same 
time, but with better results. The 
large-caliber bullet from 
weapon struck Woll on the left side 
of The abdomen, tearing a large hole 
and perforating the large intestine. 
Then it wedged itself into the back 
abdominal gruscles. 

At the Receiving Hospital, Assist- 
ant Police Surgeons Zorb and Die- 
terle immediately began a major 
operation, and shortly after 10 
o'clock announced the mah had a 
small chance of recovery. 

Hubbard undoubtedly owes his
